with advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, do Appoint and Command that the Thirty Day of New. ber inſtant” 
be Religiouſly obſerved, as a'Solemn Day of publick Worſhip, by all Perſons within this Kingdom, for returning Our 
\ moſt humble and hearty Thanks to GO D, for the foreſaids bleſſings beſtowed upon Us and Our People. And becaule, 
that notwithſtanding of tkeſe, and many other Mercies ; yet it bath plealed the ſame Holy LORD GOD, moft 
- Juftly tor our Sins, to afflit both City and Countrey. with ſore Sickneſs, and frequent Dealhs, and by ſeveral other 
Judgments, ſpecially by frultrating the indeavours that have been made for advancing ihe Trade of this Nation, to 
teſtifie his diſpleaſure againſt Us. Therefore, We further with Advice toreſaid, Require and Ordain, that on the ſame 
Day, Solemn and Fervent Prayers be made to GOD, that he may Mercifully look upon Us, and th.at all Ranks aud - 
Degrees of People, may ſearch and try their ways, and turn unto the LORD, by true and unfeigned Repentance, 
That he may remove Our Sins the procuring cauie of all Afflitions, and may heal this Land, and take off Diſeaſes from

within this Kingdom ; and there in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Intimation hereof, that 
none pretend Ignorance; And ordains Our Solicitor to cauſe Tranſmit Copies hereof te the Sheriffs of the ſeveral 
Shires and Stewarts of Stewartries or their Deputs and Clerks, to be by them publiſhed at the Mercat-Croflſes of thetr 
Head Eurghs, upon Rec: ipt thereof; And immediatly ſent to the ſeveral Miniſters, to the effeft, the ſame may be Intimat 
and Rgad in their ſeveral Parach Churches, upon the LOR DS Day Immediatly Preceeding the ſaid thirtie Day of Nover- 
ber Inſ{gnr, and ordains thir Preſents to be Printed and Publiſhed. |
